acquainted with all my Faults and Frail-

Peace of my Country. My Situation in 
| Life, added to theTendency of thoſe Prin- 
ciples of Government which I imbibed in 
my Education, induced me to ſtir in the 
*XXX#XX*#"; Behalf: I had no particular 
Averſion to the preſent Government. 
England was always dear to me ; I took 
no Pleaſure in diſturbing her Peace ; and 
could the Pretenſions of that Family in 
the Service of which I have been ſo un- 
fortunately engaged, have been proſecuted 
any other Way than by Violence and 
Bloodſhed, I ſhould gladly have let my 
Sword grow ruſty in its Scabbard, or have 
employ'd it in ſome other Service; anyWar 
would have been more welcome to me 


than a civil War. My Inclinations never 
led me to a Military Life, my own and 


my Family Misfortunes drove me to it. 


Being forced into France eighteen Years 


ago, I had there no Proſpect of living but 
by my Sword, I obtained a Commiſſion 


frum the French King, and I ſerved him 


faithfully till the Year 1743, without ever 
entertaining the leaft thought to the pre- 
judice of the Houſe of Hanover. After 


my 
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my Return into England, 1 lived quietly 


in Lancoſhrre, till the unhappy Invaſion 
_ of thoſe Parts by the Forces from Scotland. 


With theſe it was my Misfortune to join ; 
a new Commiſſion from the French King 
was put into my Hands, and I thought I 
did right in accepting it. I knew indeed 
that by this I incurred the Penalties of 
the Laws of England, - made ſince the Ex- 

ulfion of the Szuarts, from the Throne 
of that Kingdom ; but I conſider'd theſe 
Laws as forced upon great Part of the Na- 
tion, as arbitrarily procured, and unjuſtly 
fupported ; I alſo knew they would be 
totally annulled if we ſucceeded, and I 
believed that if we failed, and I periſhed 
in the Field, or on a Gibbet, the Laws of 
God would not condemn me for taking 
Arms in Support of a Family which I 
thought it my Duty as well as my Intereſt 


to ſupport. 


Having openly joined the ####*#*#*#, 
I promoted the Caufe with all my Power, 
and ſurely no honeſt Man will blame me 
for being Zealous for my Party. I raiſed 
abont 120 Men in Lancaſhire, theſe be- 
ing formed into a Regiment to be encreaſ- 
ed as we could, I was appointed Colonel 
thereof; and I call God to witneſs that 1 
never compel'd, or offered to compel

any Man to enliſt under me, as ſome have 
falſly reported, if I am truly informed. 
During our whole March from Manche- 
fer to Derby, and from thence back to

Value of one Shilling; nor was it at all 
agrecable to me that the Neceſſities of our 
Party obliged the Leaders to take any 
Thing by Violence. The Government 
of Carliſle was a Truſt I did not ſolicit. 
I knew that was a deſperate Expedient to 
retard the Purſuit of our Enemies, and 
that thoſe left in Garriſon there, could 
not poſſibly avoid being cut to Pieces in 
the Place, or ſubmitting to the Conque= 
rors, from whom we had no Reaſon to 
expect the leaſt Mercy.

I fore- 
faw my Fate, but was willing to ſacrifice 
my Life to the Safety of my *#*##*#* ##** 


and his Friends. Had I refuſed the dan- 


gerous Poſt, another would have accepted 
it, and I in that Caſe have been deemed 
a Coward, an Epithet which no one I 
believe ever yet tack'd to my Name. TI
